S . R . O . 232 . — In exercise of thc powers conferred by Section 
184 read with section 5 of thc Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957 ) , 
the Central Government hereby makes the following regula 
tions, namely : 

1. Short title and commencement ( 1) These regulations 
may be called the Indian Naval Auxiliary Service Regulations, 
1973 , 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on the date of their publi 
cation in the Official Gazette . 

2. Definitions. — ( 1) In these regulations , unless the context 
otherwise requires ,
